The state party is to have 18 
delegates to the convention, and 
the State Committee will meet 
to decide how the four non- 
elected delegates will be se- 
lected. 


A law voted by the 1971 state 


legislature requires the political 
parties to select 80 per cent of 
their convention delegates by 
popular vote in an election that 
is to be held in June in con- 
junction with the regular Arkan- 
sas primaries. 


The law poses a problem for 


the Democrats, since they are 
supposed to certify their dele- 
gates to the Democratic Nation- 
al Convention seven days before 
the election. 


Odell Pollard of Searcy, for- 


mer chairman of the state GOP, 
said following the meeting Sat- 
urday that he thought a special 
legislative 
session 
would be 


needed to straighten out the 
problem for the Democrats. But 
Democratic leaders have said 
they are confident the national 
party will allow late certifica 
tion of the state party's dele- 
gates.

Cousteau and company film- 


ed northern sea otters in the 
frigid water. They moved south 
to the California coast and film- 
ed them amid undersea forests 
of kelp, made friends by feed- 
ing some of the bolder ones and 
were even able to show their 
courting and mating rituals. 


Cousteau's 
gentle 
philo- 


sophizing about the importance 
of preserving the "chain of na- 
ture" was extremely effective. 
He used as illustration the vital 
relationship among kelp, the ot- 
ter and sea urchins, the latter's 
favorite food, to illustrate the 
need of maintaining a delicate 
balance. Scientists and con- 
cerned civilians talked of the 
enemies of the otters and the 
need of protecting them. Com- 
mercial fishermen, who main- 
tain the mammals are destroy- 
ing the abalone, also had their 
say.

which is 95 per cent Roman 
Catholic. 


Lynch said Sunday he ex- 


pects nothing spectacular to re- 
sult, but added he is optimistic. 


"What we are looking for," 


he said, "is some means of 
opening the way to peace in the 
north and, I hope, the ultimate 
unification of Ireland."

Do you know how to rec- 


ognize "springers" and "flip- 
pers" when you encounter 
those danger signals? Clue: 
You meet them on your gro- 
cery shelves. 


They're signs of spoilage 


in 
canned 
food. Knowing 


how to spot the symptoms 
of spoiled or contaminated 
canned 
foods can do a lot 


more than save you the cost 
of the food, when you find 
you have to dump it. It can 
stand between you and seri- 
ous illness . . . even death. 


You can't rely on your 


sense of smell and taste, no 
matter how keen, to detect 
tainted food. Botulism, the 
deadly poison that touched 
off 
the 
recent nationwide 


hunt for contaminated vi- 
chysoisse, can be p r e s e n t 
without 
affecting odor 
or 


taste. 


When 
inspectors 
of 
the 


Food and Drug Administra- 
tion launched their massive 
search for toxic cans, here's 
what they looked for to fer- 
ret out the potentially dan- 
g e r o u s from among the 
thousands on the shelves: 


The first 
danger 
signal 


you're likely to recognize — 
the most obvious — is some- 
thing wrong with the shape 
of the can. It bulges. 


A "soft swell." to the FDA 


inspectors, is a bulge that 
will give under pressure of 
the fingers. A "hard swell" 
won't give, even when con- 
siderable force is applied. 


T h e s e are two of the 


symptoms that indicate the 
possibility of gas being gen- 
erated 
inside the can, by 


fermentation — or something 
more deadly. 


Another is the "springer." 


Press on the top of the can 
i or the bottom ) and it goes 
in with a pop. Let up, and it 
pops out. 


Similar to the springer is 


the "flipper." The difference 
is that when you press on 
the top, it pops in and the 
bottom pops out — or vice 
versa. 


Any of these are indica- 


tions of abnormal pressures 
within the can, and a warn- 
ing that the contents may 
be spoiled or infected. Don't 
just put such a can back on 
the shelf; a less alert chop- 
per may come to grief with 
it. Take it to the manager. 


A "leaker" is a can that 


leaks, and not many shop- 
pers would wittingly add it 
to the shopping basket, but 
the FDA adds it to the list 
ol danger signals to look for. 


What about dented cans? 


A small dent in an otherwise 
healthy looking can 
prob- 


ably is no cause for alarm, 
says an FDA expert. But a 
sizable dent may have frac- 
tured the lining inside the 
can. 
bringing the fuod into 


contact with bare metal. And 
if the affected area involves 
a dent in the seam, either 
around the top or down the 
side, the seam may have 
opened 


A rust spot on a can? It 


may be h a r m l e s s — but 
there's also the possibility 
that it \v;.j> caused by a leak" 
Or, even more s e r i o u s 1 y. 
that unhealtht'ul c o n t e n t s 
have turned highly acid, eat- 
ing through the metal.
